MAIN FEATURES 


In October 1983 there were an estimated 1,856,900 persons in the labour force in Victoria of whom 
1,702,200 were employed and 154,700 unemployed. There were an estimated 1,194,700 persons aged 15 
and over who were not In the labour force. The unemployment rate was 8.3 per cent and the labour 
force participation rate was 60.9 per cent. 
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| Between September and October 1983 the unemployment rate decreased from 9.6 per cent to 8.3 per cent 


for persons; 8.7 per cent to 7.8 per cent for males and from 11.0 per cent to 9.2 per cent for 
females. 


In the Melbourne Statistica! Division the unemployment rates were 8.1 per cent for males and 9.9 per 
cent for females.

This monthly publication, published 
since August 1978, contains Victorian fabour 
force estimates derived from the population 
survey conducted throughout Australia each month

Reliability of estimates 

5. Since the estimates [fn this publication 
are based on information obtained from occupants 
of a sample of dweltings they, and the movements 
derived from them, are subject to sampling 
varfability; that Is, they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced if al! 
dwellings had been tnctuded in the survey. One 
measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to 
which an estimate might have varfed by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings was included 
{n the survey. There are about two chances fn 
three that a sample estimate wit! differ by fess 
than one standard error from the figure that 
would have been obtained if all dweflings had 
been Included fn the survey, and about nineteen 
chances tn twenty that the difference will be 
less than two standard errors. Standard errors 
of survey estimates and month-to-month movements 
are shown at the foot of page 16,
